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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last 
Office action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 19-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

Applicant generically claims the use of a "substrate" however the specification 
does not contain an adequate description for the entire scope of this limitation and thus 
the claims. The written description requirement for a claimed genus may be satisfied 
through sufficient description of a representative number of species by actual reduction 
to practice, reduction to drawings, or by disclosure of relevant, identifying 
characteristics, i.e., structure or other physical and/ or chemical properties, by 
functional characteristics coupled with a known or disclosed correlation between 
function and structure, or by a combination of such identifying characteristics, sufficient 
to show the applicant was in possession of the claimed genus. See Eli Lilly, 119 F.3d at 
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1568, 43 USPQ2d at 1406. It is suggested that applicant functionally describe the 
"substrate" in order to obviate this problem. 



The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 19-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Applicant's claims fail to set forth the metes and bounds of the instant process 
and the language of a claim must make it clear what subject matter the claim 
encompasses to adequately delineate its "metes and bounds". See, e.g., the following 
decisions: In re Hammack, 427 F 2d. 1378, 1382, 166 USPQ 204, 208 (CCPA 1970); In re 
Venezia 530 F 2d. 956, 958, 189 USPQ 149, 151 (CCPA 1976); In re Goffe, 526 F 2d. 1393, 
1397, 188 USPQ 131, 135 (CCPA 1975); In re Watson, 517 F 2d. 465, 477, 186 USPQ 11, 20 
(CCPA 1975); In re Knowlton 481 F 2d. 1357, 1366, 178 USPQ 486, 492 (CCPA 1973). 
Applicant claims a method wherein the cells are cultured " thereto and become 
confluent between the anchors while permitting the cells to detach from the substrate 
and form a three-dimensional connective tissue construct" however the invention as 
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recited in the specification requires more than simply a "permitting" step. The 
specification defines an invention that requires two separate culturing steps utilizing 
specific media. These steps are essential to the invention and must be recited in the 
claims in order to meet the requirements of this statute.
